|H. B, AMES ADDRESSES MEETING 


The Patriotic Fund meeting, adver- 
tiged to take place in the © armory 
on Saturday night last, brought ont 
a record crowd, both in numbers and 
sympathy, for it was easily scen 
that every one present realized the 
vital importance~ of carrying out a 
duty we owe, each and every one, of 
looking after the interests of the de. 
pendants of those who are at the 
front. fighting to uphold the prin- 


ciples of the glorious British Hmpire, 


and incidentally to save us, as @ 
nation, from being trodden under the 


heel of the military despot Kaiser- 


William. 

B. Michener, M.P.P., President of 
the Red Deer branch organization of 
the Patriotic Fund, opened the meet- 
ing at 8.30. He thanked the citizens 
fox the interest they showed in turn- 
ing out in-such numbers, and intro- 
duced to them, H. B. Ames, of 
Montreal, Secretary of the Dominion 
Patriotic Fund. Mr. Ames, he said, 
was one of the members who repre- 
sented the great city of Montreal, 
and was an example of the truth of 
the old statement that only busy 
people had time to do anything.’ King 
George was a patron of the fund, 
and His Royal Highness the Duke 
of Connaught was the President, 
whose message to the people he then 
read. Mr. Michener proceeded to give 


an idea of what the fund would do. : 


Strong executives and branches had 
been formed in all parts, and they 
would have to be careful and avoid 
the danger of overlapping. He was 
proud of the response given to the 
call. It was a response of spontan- 
eous expression of loyalty to the 
Empinz of which we feel we are ‘so 
great a part, as well as the loyalty 
we feel to, those who have gone from 
our midst to do their part.

BRITISH NAVY LECTURE. 


At, the conclusion of the addresses 
on behalf of the patriotic fund in 
the armory, the people were invited 
to attend the lecture on the British 
navy at the Lyric Theatre, which 
they did en masse, for inside of fif- 
teen minutes there was not standing 
room. the Lyric boing packed, to ox- 
eess. H. B. Amas, who gave the 
lecturs, lost no time in getting start- 
edi-- He stated that a year ago this 
month he was in- Wngland, and had 
been™ shown around the dockyards 
and given every opportunity of see- 
ing the ships and learning how things 
were done. He proposed to show 
how the British navy would appear 
in action. _ Tho first slide depicted 
Portsmouth, harbor and that grand 
old vessel the “‘Victory,”” Nelson’s 
flag ship of 150 years ago.. He went 
on to show“illustrations of the pro- 
gress that Rad been made in battle- 
ships since that time of the smooth 
bore guns to the present. time arma- 
ments. In the days of Trafalgar the 
ships got as close as possible and fir- 
ed at point blank range. For fifty 
years after Trafalgar no very great 
change took place, but in 1868 they 
commenced to build iron ships, and 
each year the iron got thicker and 
thicker until they’ got, too. heavy,

twice a day. Thousands also were 
going to England where they were. 
being well cared for. | ‘I'he present! 
state of the country was bad while 
being held by the Germans, but what 
would it mean when the Germans 
had to retire to their own country? 
They would simply out of a spirit of 
revenge destroy everything they camo 
in sight of; it would just be ter- 
rible. He felt, however, that, in the 
end peace would be bound to result, 
particularly as Great, Britain had 
joined with the allies and had seen 
the thing through.

It was 
soon ‘realized that many parts re- 
sponded readily, while others did 
not give enough. This would not do, 
and it was decided to make a 
national organization, so that, no 
family from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific should be in want. As soon 
as the people realized the aims and 


objects, they responded most gener-| 


ously. This incorporated fund has 
one object—‘'The care of dependants 
of those gone to the, front’’—and it 
must be confined to that. Letters 
asked- how shall we proceed. The 
central organization has power to 


recognize local branches, each organi- |- 


zation having its own ofticers and 
being divided into committees for 
collecting and relief. Who were en- 
titled to relief? ‘The dependants of 
any men gone to the front, Lritish, 
French or Belgian, atl to have the 
same treatment,. Though the num- 
ber might be large, Canada could 
be deponded on to to look after 
them all. How much to give? It all 
depended on ciscumstances, but not 
more than what was reasonable, each 
province to decide upon a scale for 
itself. The Canadian Government 
was allowing $20 per month; the 
British Government about $15; the 
French a lesser sum, and Belgium 
was unable to give anything. ‘Ire 
difference between the sum decided 
upon, and the money given by the 
governments, would have to be given 
from the fund. In bbe event of local 
funds not: being sufficient to meet 
the local needs, the national tund 
could be drawn on; and in the event 
of the local funds being more than 
needed to meet the requirements they 
would be at the disposal of the 
national fund cominsittees The local 
committees would hold the moncys 
as the property of the national fund; 
but they would be leit in the banks 
here, and all that was asked for by 
the central organization was a plain 
statement of the funds and the ex- 
penditures, and as long as they were 
handled right the whole of tho 
funds were at our disposal. It was 
found that parts differed. Some 
would be long on patriotism and 
short on cash ; some would send men, 
but have no money; while others 
who had no men would give -cash. 
When the crisis came every man had 


to dicide what to do, fight or pay. ]'

The Hague—L am just back from 
a pilgrimage of that part” of Bel- 
gium around ‘which. the Gernsan war 
machine ‘has ringed its belt of iron. 
Between’ Brusseis~ and Liege, Lou- 
vain and Vise lies roughly a parallel- 
ogram of country about 60 miles 
long by 30 miles wide: Here wero 
fought, all tke early. battles of Ger- 
many’s advance upon.!"rance. 

Out of this smoke-shadowed dis- 
trict Game such stories of sacked’ vil-. 
Jages. and slaughtered non-combat- 
.ants as to horrify mankind—to ee 
these stories ugtrue I became 
reiugee inside the Prussiaw lines. Ior 
somo dreadful days L lost myseli in 
the, piteous crowds which fied from 
‘Nirlemont to fongres. I had, to 
save myself at the worst, the pass 
which the Gernyan -vice-consul in Hol- 
land had given me. In the toltowing 
1 will tell the story of what I saw 
on that pilgrimage. 


SCARS OF ATROCITIES. 


West of Tirlemont, where the smoke 
of burning Herent and HMangarde 
darkens the sky, stands an ancient 
church, white flags of peace _ still 
hanging from its bombarded belfry. 

On the shell-shactered steps tie 
the dog of landers, -his Red Cross’ 
blanket’ and first-aid bafrel shot to 
pirces by the invader’s bullet. The 
two are sign and symbol of a Prus- 
sian army. passing. 

The heart of prosperous ‘Han- 
garde was bombarded because the 
peasants dostroyed the bridge over 
the village brook. There were neither 
rifles nor ammunition in either place; 
probably never had beon, 

Tha town of ‘Tirlemont, where 
small arms were: stored in a 
desperate desire of self-protection 
has been badly shot up, but still 
stands. 

In Brussels and the Belgium, where 
Prussian soldiers are exposed to 
foreign observation, they ~ conceal 
their regimental numbers while the 
oflicers refuse to give their names. 
hus the atrocities are the work of 
anonymous men. 


RECORDS CHALKED ON GUNS. 


Within the German cordon such 


safeguards seem unnecessary. Sacked 


‘irlemont is filled by dragoons of 
the 66th, 26th and 34th Regiments 
of the Line. The Place du Marchi is 
crowded with machine guns, on 
whose_steel shields are chalked cach 
gun crew's record so far in the war. 
On “the walls of the Thirteenth Cen- 
tury church the Prussian army has 
pasted posters printed in three lan- 
guages, giving us the following exact 
news of the war: ; 

‘The English are being driven in- 


to the sea.” 
“The French have retreated to 
Paris.”’ 


“Germany’s campaign is all over 
but collecting the indemnity.’ _ 

Two refugee women at my shoul- 
der sobbed piteously. A sentry re- 
proved them with blows in the ab- 
domen from the butt of his gun. 

Utterly cowed, we turned away. 
Tirlemont is not Belgian any more, 
is—reads the Prussian placard—now 
part of ‘a conquered German  prov- 
ince. 
HOMELESS, PENNILESS~ - 


WANDERERS. 
The straight, tree-shaded road to 
Grinde is crowded with homeless 


wanderers ; hundreds of wan-faced 
women, children whimpering at their 
skirts ; scores of aging men in self- 
respecting home-spun, a determined 
little boy carrying his pet kid, a 
girl clasping her bolt of wedding ! 
linen, youths with the essential part 
of their textile tools strapped to 
their backs, strong old women stag- 
gering under huge jars, dogs tugging 
at over-laden trucks, a cart with a 
white flag, a dying child in’ its 
father’s arms, a paralytic, a blind 
man—all, all of them homeless, pen- 
niless, heart- broken. 

Yet in their misery they find pity 
for sharper sorrow. ‘That delirious 
woman lying in-the wheelbarrow is 
the sister of the army scout, John 
Drag- 
cons buried alive, head downward, 
and whom Belgian chasseurs discov- 
ered and disinterred—too late. 

In silence, in terror, we crowd 
down the once peaceful road, hands 
raised, passports humbly held before 
us. Every fow yards there is a sen- 
try to be passed, perhaps placated, 
an over-strained, sullen soldier who 
commands with a bayonet and argues 
with a gun butt. 


LABORERS WITH 
LANCE WOUNDS.

Broken men with tense faces, many 
of them wounded ‘by lance thrusts, 
farner the sugar bect harvest.

WIGWAM FOR DAY-OLD BABE. 


In the roadside ditch the father ot 
a day-old babe has built a wigwam 
‘ol tent poles and straw. Last week 
he had a nice pretty Belgian house— 
a@ prosperous farmer, the master of 
flocks and kine. 

“Louvendane is utterly destroy- 
ed,’ he says grimly. “Germans

large~ number of::eggs which: were 


stored in an ordinary: refrigerator all, 


were found, after three or four weeks, 
to be permeated with moulds. In other 
{nstances we have found bacteria, un- 
der similar‘conditions. In a crate 
filled with eggs which had been placed 
in a damp, dark basement, and which 
had remained there for several weeks, 


all of the eggs were in an advanced 
state of rotting when brought to light 


and examined. These eggs had come 
from the same hens the eggs of which 
had been tested constantly and found, 
as a rule, to be free from bacterla. _ 

It is a well known fact that eggs 
which have been incubated under hens, 
and which failed to hatch, are usually 
foul. We have observed this again 
and again, especially during the warm 
summer months. It is quite probable 
that the hen which Js incubating the 
eggs 1s responsible for the rotting, in 
that the eggs become more or less 
soiled by her; and; furthermore, the 
hen imparts 
moisture to the eggs, especially dur- 
ing warm weather, which aids the 
bacteria which are on the golled shell 
to gain an entrance iato the egg. On 
the other hand, eggs which are ir- 
cubated artificially remain undecom- 
posed, with very few exceptions, for 
at least two or three weeks, and un- 
doubtedly much longer, providing they 
are clean, fresh’ eggs when they are 
put into the incubator. 

It is of the greatest importance that 
a general campaign be waged to secure 
eggs for consumption, and. especially 
when they are to be preserved in cold 


‘storage, which are clean and perfectly 


The solution of this problem 
rests\ with both the producer and the 
buyer. In the first place, the gather- 
ing of eggs from the nests soon after 
they are laid cannot be urged too 
strongly. They should be collected 
at least once a day, and whenever 
This is 
usually done on large plants where 
trap-nests are used; but on the smal- 
ler plants, and especially on regular 
farms where poultry-raising is but one 
of many pursuits in the making of a 
livelihood, there’ is often no system in 
the poultry management. Eggs are 
frequently left in the nests two or 
three days, and under broody hens. 
Furthermore, many eggs enter the 
market which have been under setting 
hens for several days in so-called 
“stolen nests.” 

The movement which {s on foot in 
parts of this country to purchase and 


fresh, 


‘pay for eggs according to their quality 


or soundness, rather than by mere 
weight or numbers, should meet with 
hearty support. -In many instances 
this has been done, but the practice 
should become general. Producers 
would then be brought face to faco 
with the necessity of keeping nests 
in sanitary condition, an@ of gather- 
ing eggs soon after they ar» laid. 
The handling and keeping of eggs 
should also receive much consider- 
ation. It is necessary that the eggs 
be kept clean, dry and reasonably 
cool. They should ‘be transported 
under the best conditions of sanita: 
tion, and when place¢ in cold storage 
the rooms in which they are kept 


should be dry. .

EXPORTS OF WHEAT 


Our Nelghbor Will Have a Vast Ex- 
portable Surplus 


a 


During the excitement of the 1911 
reciprocity campaign much discussion 
took place as to whether the United 
States was still exporting wheat. It was 
argued by those opposed to reciprocity 
in Canada that the United States 
still had a big exportable surplus, the 
price of which was determined in the 
world’s market at Liverpool, and that, 
therefore, Canadian wheat would not 
gain anything in price by entering 
the United States market. While 
this particular feature of the contro- 
versy was never settled conclusively, 
{t is interesting to note that a recent 
bulletin issued by the Department of 
Agriculture st Washington, dealing 
with the 1914 wheat crop of United 
States, estimates the exportable sur- 

plus of the present crop at over 
$00,000,000 bushels, which is probably 
nearly twice os much as the entire 
wheat crop of the Canadian Northwest, 
for the present year. The bulletin is 
as follows: 

“Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates there will be 300,000,000 
bushels of wheat available for ex- 
port. Normal requirement is 522,- 
639,000 bushels for domestic use 
plus seed requirements of 77,000,000 
bushels or fotal of 600,000,000. 
Presont indications are that during 
the coming stason domestic con- 
sumption will be unusually large on 
account of takings for lvestock 
purposes, and that exportable sur- 
plus will find a good demand 
abroad.” 

Just how Canada’s 160,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat would secure a high 
price in the United States in the face 
of the big export of United States grain

Russians Beginning to 
Operate in Direction 
of Pozen and Breslau 


First of What is Considered Most Colossal Military Oper- 
ations Ever Undertaken by a Military Power Almost 
Completed by Muscovites—By Conquest Army Now 
Controls Greatest Supply. of Gasoline in Europe—Occu- 
pation of Galicia Links up Warsaw Railway Sysfem, 
and This is Regarded as Insuring Both Supplies and 
Reinforcements to the Atiacking Army. 


LONDON, Sept. 24.— Virtually no new information has reached 
London this morning concerning the progress of events in the West- 
ern war arena, but from the east comes news which here is taken to 
show that Russia has almost completed the first stage of what may 
be considered the most colossal operation ever undertaken by a 
military power. : 

The fall of the Austrian fortress of Jaroslaw virtually completes 
the investment of Przemysl, so far as lines of communication are 
concerned. Iiven the continued occupation of Cracow by Austrian 
and German forces has not aided in that junction of Austrian and 
German armies whichis necessary to keep Russia from over-run- 
ning Galicia and pushing the armies of Austfia back to the ridge of 
the Carpathian mountains. By her conquests in Galicia, Russia 
now controls the greatest supply of gasoline in Europe. This pro- 
duct is of the utmost importance to Russia because of her necessity 
for motor transport, . 

DESCRIBED AS HUGE WEDGE 

The Russian movement is now described a8 a huge wedge, the 
line extending roughly from Libau, on the Baltic, along the rail- 
road line to Warsaw. The Russian general Rennenkampf is guard- 
ing this line. 1t protects the Russian sources of supplies and pre- 
vents any outflanking movement against the Russian army of attack 
which already, according to news in London, is beginning to operate 
in the direction of Posen and Breslau, in Germany. The left of this 
line rests on Waraaw, from which point railroads tap the rich and 
populous district extending to Odessa. ‘The occupation of Galicia 
links up the Warsaw railroad system, and is regarded in London as 
insuring both supplies and reinforcements for the attacking army.

The enemy's submarines were 
not perceived by any lookout before 
they attacked. The conclusion, there- 
fore, cannot be escaped, that a new 
element in naval warfam has proved 
its value and that we are appre- 
ciably nearer to the day foretold by 
Sir Percy Scott, in which the big 
ship is doomed. Are we to conclude 
that big ships like the Aboukir, or, 
let us say, the latest battle cruisers, 
are at the mercy of the submarine, 
as vessels under way cannot carry 
torpedo nets outrigged. Their safe- 
ty seems to lic in vigilant observa- 
tion, not by themselves, but by ac 
companying small craft, but still 
more’ in rapid movemrnt, and in 
altering their course so as to make 
it impossible for a submerged assail- 
ant to determine their position.

‘however, is not confirmed from offic- 
‘jal sources. Meanwhile from the 
‘other side the Cressy henself was 
torpedoed in two places and sank 
immediately. When the attack oc- 
cured the cruisers were steaming in 

a line ahead, three miles apart. 

No other ships were in sight at the 
opening of the attack, but the Dutch 
steamer Flora came in view on the 
horizon just after the Hogue sank. 
iThe captain of the Flora saw only 
the Cressy and was about to steam 
on his way when he saw the Cressy 
‘keel over suddenly and go down. gle 
immediately steamed towards the 
scene and lowered his boets. It was 
Ithen, for the first time, that he un- 
‘derstood that three cruisers in all 
had been sunk. He picked up many 
sailors clinging to spars and pieces 
lof wood. Among the survivors is 
the captain of the Hogue. The cap- 
tain of the Florasays that several 
‘English sailing boats are coming to 
Ymuiden with more survivors. 

From the conflicting accounts given 
by the survivors here it seems that 
‘there were three German submarines 
in the attacking party. All hands 
agree that.the Cressy was bravely 
firing her guns as she sank at two 
of the German submarines, and these 
are reported to have been sent to 
'the bottom. As the Flora was get- 
{ting ready to steam away with the 
rescued sailors some British destroy- 
ens appeared in sight. 

The sailors, far from being dis- 
couraged, expressed their conviction 
‘that Admiral Jellicoe will now teach 
the Germans a lesson. 

A special word of praiso is duc to 
Capt. Voorharn, of the Flora, who, 
with only 18 men in his crew, carried 
out the work of -rescue with the 
greatest skill. Owing to the rough- 
ness of the sea, the task of taking 
on board men stiff with the cold was 
extnemely difficult and many of them 
had to be handed up- by means of 
‘ropes. The Dutch crew attended to 
their wants with the greatest kind- 
ness and gave them clothes freely 
from their meagre store. : 

It is understood the British sailors 
will leave tomorrow for a_ placo

DARWG RAID OF BRITISH 
_ RHE 1s SUCCESSFUL 


In Misty Weather Squadron 
of Five Aeroplanes Dropped 
Bombs, 


LONDON, Sept, 24,.—Two squad- 
rons of British naval airmen made a 
daring raid yesterday from Belgium 
against, the German Zoppelin airship 
bases at Dusseldorf and Cologne. 
The attack upon Dusseldorf was offi- 
cially reported as having been suc- 
cessful. Lieut. C. H. Collet dropped 
three bombs there on a Zeppelin 
shed, sweeping down to within 400 
feet of his target. 

The attack on Cologne apparently 
failed of its ob:ect, as the official 
announcement fails to mention it. 
An Antwerp paper, however, says 
four bombs fell on the Zeppolin camp 
at Pikerdorf and set fire to the 
hangaps. 

The squadrons making the raid 
are believed to have consisted of five 
aeroplanes, with a navigator and an 
assistant in every machine. The ex- 
pedition started from an unmention- 
ed base. The weather was misty,
